celebrity, 
llo is a iioblo specimen of 


physical development, aud though over 
seventy years of ago ho handles tho wheel 
with all tho vi«or and spirit ot a man of 
twenty-live. His part of the performance 
wna briof, for although tho Lnohino is

A BORKEN BRIDGE 


Lets an Engine, Caboose and 


Five Cars go Down Into 


The River Below. 


A Large Number of Men Said to be Miss- 


ing, But Details Not Beceived, Ow- 


ine to Isolation of tha Locality. 


A Wrecking Train Sent to the Scene of 


The Accident—A Nar- 


row Escape. 


KEOKDK, IA., July 1.—News reached 


this city at a late hour last night of a 
serious accident on the line of the Coun- 
cil BluHs & Kansas City Railway, but 
owing to the isolation oj the point where 
the accident occurred it has beeu difficult 
to procure dotalls with any degree of ac- 
curacy. A construction train returning 
with laborers from worK on the extension 
of the road south of Sunnier, Mo.,was pass- 
ing over a temporary bridge across Grand 
river, when the structure gave way, and 
the engine, caboose and live cars of the 
train fell through Into the water and mud 
beneath. 
It is known that Engineer 


Phllbrlck has sustained injuries that will 
probably prove fatal, and that James 
Dick, has u leg broken and other Injuries. 
Ju the caboose were tlie laborers, and 
several were injured, who have been taken 
from the wreck. 


At last report received at the general 


ollloc In this city It was stated that ten 
or twelve are missing, and it is supposed 
tliey have met their death cither by the 
fall or by drowning. Telegrams from 
Sumucr state that 
the work of rescu- 


ing the men is being pushed, but no 
details of tho accident arc given or any 
uccouct of who the missing or injured 
are.
